Interp reting Law. 
W ashington, 
May 
30.—Associate 
Justice Harlan delivered a vigorous 
dissent to part of the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States in 
the tobacco case, although he agreed 
that the American Tobacco company 
and its accessory and subsidiary cor­ 
porations were members of an unlaw­ 
ful combination in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
His dissent, as expressed from the 
bench, centered 
around 
two points. 
F irst he took issue with the court for 
sending the case back to the lower 
court. 
"I have found nothing iii the record,” 
he said, ’’which makes me at all anx­ 
ious to perpetuate any new combina­ 
tion among these companies which 
the court concedes had at all times 
exhibited a conscious wrongdoing.” 
In the second place, he reiterated 
the objections he expressed in the 
Standard Oil decision of two weeks 
ago to the adoption of the “rule of 
reason'” as a standard for ascertain­ 
ing what restraints of trade violate 
the Sherman anti-trust law.
